In the steel mills of America 
blast furnaces glow white hot... 
the heavy clashing of mastodonic 

_ machines sounds 
continually ...

The steel 
strike never 
came off. It 
endured a few 
brief hours 
while weary ne- 
gotiators com- 
pleted their job. 

The raise was 15° cents an 
hour. Immediately the price of 
steel went up an average of $7.50 
a ton to compensate for the in- 
creased wage cost. . 

To builders, contemplating an 
office or hotel structure, a pas- 
senger ship or machinery and 
a new manufacturing plant, this 
was not good news. A not-too- 
big building will need 30,000 tons 
of steel. A price increase of 
$7.50 a ton multiplied by 30,000 
is a fifth-grade problem. But 
the answer poses one for college- 
trained calculists. 

In all the news sent out about 
the possible strike, not much at- 
tention was given the quotes of 
a steelworker: 

“What does it matter?” he 
said. “If we get a raise it 
doesn’t mean a thing. The price 
of steel will go up. Then the 
price of everything we buy will 
increase. We will be right back 
where we started.”’ 

This was perhaps the wisest 
thing said about it. t, no one 
was listening.

‘Prusteeship’ 


Last September United Steel 
Workers president, David J. Mc- 
Donald, also said a true and 
wise thing. He saluted the Amer- 
ican economy as a ‘“‘mutual 
trusteeship’” held jointly by 
stockholders and employes; 

This was an accurate descrip- 
tion of the major portion of our 
economic system, and Mr. Mc- 
Donald was widely compliment- 
ed for so stating it. 

Last week he rejected the 
steel companies’ offer of a 10 
cents af hour increase as both 
“inadequate” and ‘‘shameful.” 
It was, he said, an attempt to 
make ‘‘second-class citizens of 
steelworkers,” as compare d 
with those making automobiles. 

Mr. McDonald was, of course, 
engaging in campaign oratory. 
There is intense rivalry between 
his union and Walter Reuther’s 
auto workers. Indeed, Mr. Mc- 
Donald and Mr. Reuther have 
not always seen eye to eye on 
policy and procedures. They are 
CIO’s two largest unions and this 
fact alone assures a certain con- 
tinuing riv&lry. 

So, we'can assume the head of 
the steelworkers’ union didn’t 
mean what he said last week, 
but still holds to his statement 
of last September. It would be 
helpful if he would clarify the 
air now by saying as much. 


Confusion 

Actually, negotiator McDonald 
obtained more thari twice as 
much real money for his mem- 
bers as. did Walter Reuther. 

The automobile workers got 
about 6% cents per hour increase 
in’ wages. Yet, because of Mr. 
Reuther’s shrewd handling of the 
announcements, the opinion pre- 
vails the auto workers received 
an advance of about 20 cents. 
The average citizen, as well as 
Mr. McDonald's _ steelworkers, 
took the same attitude. 

It would appear from the rec- 
ord that both the Ford Company 
and Walter Reuther are more 
skilled in publicizing these mat- 
ters. 

The Ford Company from the 
beginning has figured all the 
fringe benefits in their ‘‘pack- 
age’ contracts on the basis of 
their hourly ‘‘value.’’ Vacations, 
money paid by the company into 
monthly hospital and ‘sickness 
benefits, retirement funds, and 
so on are, of course, a legitimate 
part of the ‘‘package.”’ So, while 
the Ford worker received about 
6% cents in real money, it was 
true that his fringe benefits in 
retirement pay, unemployment 
funds, and so on, did constitute 
an increase of about 20 cents 
per hour. 

Few corporations have fol- 
lowed this procedure of break- 
ing down into dollars and cents, 
on a per hour basis, the so-called 
‘fringe’ benefits. Neither the 
Ford Company nor Mr. Reuther 
ever made that error. Both prof- 
it thereby. 

Meanwhile, that quote by the 
steelworker has brows furrowed 
in the Federal Reserve System 
and in high places in official 
Washington. Can the brakes 
put on? If so, how and w 
These are the questions.

Clearing Blighted Areas 


Is a Practical Essential 


Appointment by the Board of Alder- 
men of its zoning committee to investi- 
gate the possibilities of implementing a 
redevelopment program of Atlanta’s slum 
areas is encouraging. 

There is no doubt of the need and 
the quicker the city begins the task the 
quicker the spread of blighted areas will 
be stopped. Under consideration and in 
the planning stage is a proposed clearance 
of an area just south of the Atlanta down- 
town business district. Potentially of 
great value to the city’s economic growth, 
it is now holding up that growth and such 
areas have a tendency to spread. 

Under authority granted by Congress, 
may now use powers of condemna- 
tion to acquire slum areas which in turn 
may be redeveloped by these cities or 
by private agencies. The federal govern- 
ment will provide funds for the initial 
acquisition and cities are obligated to 
share any losses incurred in resale of the 
land. Actual cost to the taxpayers should 
be negligible or none at all. 

These new developments are en- 
couraging. The city government should 
follow through with every effort pos- 
sible to eliminate these decayed areas 
that are such a strain’on civic vitality. 
The current program should be pushed 
with all possible speed and this should 
be accompanied by long-range planning 
for constant redevelopment of wornout 
and blighted areas.

Local Initiative in Taxation 


Would Yield More Benefits 


It's been estimated that each year almost two and one quarter 
million Americans are putting increasing pressure on cities, counties 
and states to provide better facilities. 

These facilities are roads, recreation programs, schools, public 
buildings, sewer and water service and local finances have been s0 
pushed to the wall by these items that many communities state 
frankly they haven't the slightest idea what to do next. 


Locally, we in Gainesville can 
check off water and sewerage as 
the only items on the list of general 
needs in pretty good shape at 
present. A new sewerage disposal 
plant and a new water plant, which 
itself is easily expandable, have 
been more or presented by 
the Federal Government through 
the accident of Buford Dam's loca- 
tion near us, However, pressure on 
the city commission to extend wa- 
ter lines to outlying areas and 
forthcoming pressure to push 
sewer .pipes farther and farther 
from the city proper already have 
forced issuance of more water and 
sewer revenue anticipation certifi- 
cates, Since sewerage is free to 
the customer, once he has hooked 
on, the water plant must produce 
the revenue for its own operation 
and to retire $1,400,000 worth of 
revenue certificates, the amount 
now outstanding.

In the school category, we have 
yet to start construction on all the 
new buildings planned, plans which 
will give enough classrooms to 
meet a goal based on attendance 
of almost five years ago. 


As far as roads are concerned, 
Georgia stands desperately behind 
its needs just as most other states. 

Seeking answers to the real prob- 
lem posed by all the sub-problems, 
we have been tempted to turn to 
the Federal Government. Through 
incentive and matching funds pro- 
the Federal Government 
has led local and state govern- 
ments to push themselves to the 
utmost in planning and construc- 
thon 

The idea of spending a dollar to 
get two dollars worth of work 
proved so attractive, local agencies

have been able to explain tax in- 
creases by claiming to need the 
money to match federal funds. But 
with federal money comes a meas- 
ure of federal control. No formula 
has been devised thus far that 
proves ideal. 

Congress isn't going to fling 
money around without some con- 
trol over how it is spent and local 
governments aren't going to per- 
mit some remote bureau to have 
absolute power in their jurisdic- 
tions. 

One course, obviously, would be 
to sit and wait until the perfect 
formula is devised and then dip 
greedily into the Washington slush- 


fund. 
Another course lies in the direc- 
tion of increased local initiative 


and responsibility, and that initia- 
tive isn't a monopoly of elected 
and adminstrative public officials. 
Rather than seeking outright 
grants, local governments could be 
encouraged to issue bonds guaran- 
teed by the Federal Government. 
This type of aid has been success- 
ful in slum clearance in large cities 
and in public housing in all sizes 
of cities. 

Local initiative in taxation, par- 


ticularly in assessment practices, - 


would yield greater revenue to 
cities and counties. Such taxes are 
deductible from federal 
taxes, would be established on a 
broader base and would provide 
the taxpayer with a more direct 
interest in the expenditure of his 
tax monies. 

If the public seizes the determi- 
nation to have good and sufficient 
facilities we don't have to sit 
around and wait. We can act ef- 
fectively.

He has an 
idea he would like to return to 
the United States some day and 
do graduate work at Stanford in 
California. 

Like the other Kiwanis-spon- 
sored students, this German lad 
has lived in American homes, 
boarding around as the country 
school teacher used to do, three 
months to a family. 


By invitation, Dieter Uhlenbroch 
has recorded thoughts arising 
from a Fourth of July in America. 
A close student of world history, 
he knows about the avid search 
for personal freedom which car- 
ried dissatisfied Europeans to this 
country. He knows how that de- 
sire soon manifested itself in the 
‘heroic Declaration of Independ- 
ence,”” which, he says, “‘was and 
has ever since been a foundation 
stone of Americanism.” 

America became an example. 

*‘Later,”’ the 17-year-old histori- 
an observes, ‘‘as soon as the sub- 
ordinate nations reached the cul- 
tural level at which their leaders 
could realize their status of sub- 
mission, they shook off their mas- 
ters’ yoke and sought independ- 
ence.”’ 

Now we have come to the place 
where the political troubles of the 
world are rooted in the opposition 
of ideologies. *‘America’s 
slow, but constantly growing in- 
dependent liberalism and individ- 
ualism as against Russia’s im- 
perialistic communism.” 

Here the young historian be- 
comes the electrical engineer. 

“What happens,”’ he says, “‘is 
that the tension between Washing- 
ton and Moscow is increasing be- 
cause of an almost complete ‘in- 
sulation’ of these two political 
poles from each other. By ‘insu- 
lation’ I refer to such internation- 
al barriers as the ‘Iron Curtain,’ 
severance of diplomatic relations 
and a building up of propagandist- 
ic hate feelings among nations. In 
order to avoid an eventual acci- 
dental discharge between these two 
powers, the world should try to 
lay some 
across these insulations.’’ 

Dieter sees communication lead- 
ing to a mutual understanding as 
the chief high tension breaker. He 
thinks, too, it would be conducive 
to a better, peaceful world if all 
governments and people could tie 
in on the “all men are created 
equal” line.

One of the finest answers for our 
impatience with others is the foll 


from ‘Imitation of Christ,’’ the 
time: 
“If thou wilt be borne with, 

“Endeavor to be patient in bear- 
ing with the defects and infirmities 
of others, of what sort soever they 
be: for that thyself also hast many 
failings which must be borne with 
by others. If thou canst not make 
thyself such an one as thou 
wouldst, how canst thou expect to 
have another in al] things to thy 
liking? We would willingly have 
others perfect, and yet we amend 
not our own faults. 

“We will have others severely 
corrected, and will not be cor- 
rected ourselves. The’ large liberty 
of others displeaseth us; and yet 
we will not have our own desires 
denied ts. "We wll have others 
kept under strict laws, but in no 
sort will ourselves be restrained. 
And thus it appeareth, how seldom 
we weigh our neighbor in the same 
balance with ourselves. 

“If there be any good in thee, 
believe that there is much more in 
others, that so thou mayest pre- 
serve humility. It hurteth thee not 
to submit to all men: but it hurteth 
thee most of all to prefer thyself 
even, to one.” 

Wouldn't ft be wonderful if every 
Christian lived by that standard. 
Oftentimes we are called upon to 
bear harsh criticisms by others. 
This devotional classic, ‘‘Imitation 
of Christ,’’ has an answer for that: 


“What harm can the words or 
injuries of any man do thee?

C.1.A. Determines 
Cold War Results 


WASHINGTON—If you drew up a list of the 
10 most influential officials in Washington, his 
name would probably not even occur to you. 


If you looked at a chart of the Federal Government and sought 
to trace the lines of largest authority, his agency would hardly be 


visible. 

He sits in the Cabinet not by 
act of Congress, as do most of 
the other members, but by special 
direction of the President. 

I’m referring to Allen W. Dulles. 
He administers the least publiciz- 
ed, the least understood but the 
most vital arm of the United 
States government, the Central In- 
telligence Agency. Whether as its 
-director Mr. Dulles does or does 
not do this job well—overwhelm- 
ingly well — very likely deter- 
mines, more than any other serv- 
ice to the President, whether we 
are winning or losing the cold war, 
whether we are or are not making 
the right judgments toward avert- 
ing an atomic war. 

The Dulles-operated C.I.A. is the 
intelligence instrument of the Na- 
tional Security Council, within 
which the most important decisions 
of policy and action are made. 

Mr. Dulles makes no policy de- 
cisions whatsoever — and nothing 
could more misleadingly measure 
the critical and powerful role he 
plays. 

What it is Mr. Dulles’ duty to 
do is to provide the basis — that 
is, the information, the appraisal, 
the intelligence estimates — on 
which the highest policy decisions 
are made.

Sen. Clements Has 


His Work Cut Out 


WASHINGTON—Stocky, amiable. politically- 


wise Sen. Earle C. Clements of 
steps full into the limelight. 


If the @C.1.A.’s intelligence is in- 


adequate, then American policy 
will almost inevitably be inade- 
quate. 


If there are serious shortcomings 
in the C.LA.’s operations and if 
there are serious blind spots in 
the C.I.A.’s intelligence estimates 
—this isn’t something that is just 
regrettable, this is something close 
to fatal. 

All this is why the Gen. Mark 
Clark task-force study and report 
on the C.I.A. and the related in- 
telligence agencies of the govern- 
ment, undertaken for the Hoover 
Commission, cannot be appraised 
on the same basis as other criti- 
ques of other Federal operations. 

What I am trying to say is that 
there is no good having a second- 
best air force. 

I am not suggesting that the 
C.LA. operation is second-best; 
I am only suggesting that just be- 
cause the C.I.A. gets off relatively 
lightly, as such government sur- 
veys go, from the Clark investi- 
gation — indeed gets pretty high 
marks along with some proposals 
for reorganization — this is no 
reason why the C.I.A. or Congress 
or the public can sit back com- 
fortably amid mutual congratula- 
tions.

_ ‘It has become his job as acting Democratic Senate leader to direct 
his party in management of the Senate for the rest of this session of 
Congress. Upon him will fall responsibility for completing, as far as 
possible, the program left unfinished when Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson was 


stricken over the July 4th weekend. 


In addition, the Kentuckian wil] 
Inherit the’ challenge flung a few 
days ago to Sen. Johnson by Pres- 
ident Eisenhower, who listed a 
number of unfinished measures 
which he insists the Democratic 
Congress pass before its recess, 
now expected in early August. 
That is not, of course, altogether 
in the hands of the Senate; in fact, 
it is more a problem for the House, 
which has not yet acted on a num- 
ber of important bills already 
passed by the Senate. 

Devoted to Sen. Johnson with 
whom he has worked closely in 
his post as assistant leader, Sen. 
Clements is akin to the Texan in 
some respects that are significant 
politically, and we may not expect 
‘any decided change from the 
course pursued by the party under 
Sen. Johnson. 

Sen. Clements has similar tal- 
ents as a skillful legislative man- 
ager and political negotiator. Like 
Sen. Johnson, the Kentuckian is 
adept at bringing divorce-minded 
colleagues into compromise. Also 
like the. Texan, he would prefer 
always to settle differences, both 
within the party and in the Senate, 
by compromises off the floor, 
worked out in the cloakroom or in 
the privacy of senatorial offices, 
rather than risk open conflict. in 
debate on the Senate floor. Sen. 
Clements is patient, soft-spoken 


and always a good listener. He 
gets along with all elements of the 
party, from ‘conservative’ sena- 
tors of the South to “‘liberal’’ 
members of the North, East and 
West. 

He lacks Lyndon Johnson's in- 
tense drive, which kept the Texan 
forever at his job, day and night, 
and was responsible for the splen- 
did legislative record of the Senate 
so far this session—and, undoubt- 
edly, for his cracking, under the 
fast pace he set for himself. 

Sen. Clements is a man of more 
repose, though with a force and 
persistence on major aims that he 
displayed more openly when. he 
was governor of Kentucky than in 
his six years in the Senate. At 
99, he is a dozen years older than 
Sen. Johnson 

Here, he has kept mostly in the 
background. That has been so even 
since he has been assistant lead- 
er. Sen. Clements has been very 
helpful in his own quiet way, doing 
his business in conferences on the 
Senate floor or in the cloakroom. 

He is what might be called “a 
senator's senator.’’ That's the sort 
of confidence he enjoys among his 
colleagues. In him they recognize 
a master craftsman in the art of 


politics. He knows it from the |

Moran, also known as Pete Man- 
gine, was an employe of Herman 
Taylor, Sports Enterprises, pro- 
motor of the Johnson-Julio Meder- 
os fight last May 6.

The State Medical Education 
Board Wednesday selected 32 stu- 
dents to receive medical scholar- 
ships up to $5,000 each.

A team of physicians from 
England, Canada, and the United 
States concluded that aspirin is 
as good for rheumatic fever as 
are the more expensive and po- 


tent hormones, ACTH and corti- 
sone. ‘ 

This conviction was based on 
the records of 497 children under 
16 years of age with a bona fide 
attack of rheumatic fever. ACTH 
was given to 162, cortisone to 
167, and aspirin to the remain- 
ing 168. 

The outcome was the same in 
each group. The hormones re- 
lieved stress more promptly but 
the effects were more 
with aspirin, Furthermore, when 
the youngsters were re-examined 
at the end of the year, there 
was no evidence that the heart 
was spared to ony greater or 
lesser degree by the use of any 
of these products. 

This means that most physi- 
cians will return to their old 
standby, aspirin, in_ treating 
rheumatic fever. It is cheap and 
plentiful, and while too much 
causes nausea, the preparation 
is otherwise well tolerated. 

ACTH and cortisone, on the 
other hand, are more potent 
and cause temporary side reac-

tions such as puffiness of the 
face and sugar in the urine. But 
the hormones still are preferred 
in more serious cases. 
Rheumatic fever is the lead- 


ing cause of death in the five to 
19 age group. No single remedy 
will cure it overnight, nor pre- 
vent the causative bacteria from 
settling in the heart. 


On the other hand, measures 
are available to ward off recur- 
rences. This means that much 
of the sting has been taken out 
of the malady. 


The condition usually is pre- 
ceded by a streptococcal infec- 
tion such as strep sore throat 
or tonsilitis. But not every strep 
throat is followed by rheumatic 
fever. It occurs only in those 
who are sensitive to the organ- 
ism, a scant 3 per cent of the 
population. 


In this respect, there is no 
way to tell in advance who is 
vulnerable, hence nothing can be 
done to prevent the first attack. 


But once an individual has had 
rheumatic fever he is marked 
thereafter. He always is in dan- 
ger of a repéat performance 
whenever the throat becomes 
sore. It is these second, third, 
and fourth bouts that are pre- 
ventable with penicillin or the 
sulfonamides.

Not in the Tape 


Anybody here know where to find the world’s champion 
chamaecyparis thyoides? 

Well, you won’t catch:me napping on such an important mat- 
South of Milford, Del.,—that’s where. 

But the national champion quercus nigra is closer to home. 

Hillsboro, Ga., in fact. 

Some people might shoot off their mouths irresponsibly about 
the size of trees, saying this tree or that is finer and fatter than 
practically any tree in the state. But not me—not any more. 
And certainly not the American Forestry Assn. 


ter! 


For 12 years the association has waged a campaign to locate 
and preserve the largest specimens of American trees—a cam- 
paign intended “to halt the tragic disappearance of these mag- 
nificent trees.’’ 

It’s a pretty touchy subject, as I’ve mentioned here before. 


‘Tree champions,” says the forestry association, “‘like their 
human counterparts, sometimes wear uneasy crowns, They are 
likely to be dethroned by a more massive competitor, are sub- 
ject to the ravages. of disease, to the elements,.or to thoughtless 
commercialism. Occasionally they have achieved eminence 
through mistaken identity or location. Consequently, any list- 
ing of the tree world’s ‘best of class’ is eonstantly subject to 
addition and revision and use of the word champion is in the 
strictest sense unofficial.”’ 

Anyhow, the American Forestry Assn., hearing of my moans 
of anguish on the “big tree’’ topic, has sent me a list of 
Georgia’s so-called champions—two of which are national winners 
and four of which are state winners. 


The aforementioned quercus nigra at Hillsboro is—as if you 
didn’t know—a water oak with a circumference of 16 feet 10 
inches, height 83 feet and spread 100 feet. 

National winner in the tablemountain pine class is located in 
the Chattahoochee National Forest. It was nominated by C. A. 
Rowland Jr. of Gainesville and measures 6 feet 10 inches in cir- 
cumference. 


State champions—Eastern red cedar, Statesboro; live oak, 
Brunswick; Southern red oak, near Albany, and white oak, Rome. 

The cedar measures 11 feet 3 inches in circumference, height 
60 feet, spread 60 feet; the live oak, 28 feet 1 inch in circum- 
ference; the red oak, 17 feet 2 inches in circumference and the 
white oak, 19 feet 8 inches in circumference. 


For 22 years Mr. and Mrs.

What have height and circumference 
and spread to do with tender baby green buds in the spring and 
the glory of frost-touched leaves in the fall? 

Champions are marvelously fine things to have around, but 
trees are sort of like pretty girls. A tape measure isn’t really 
essential to one’s pleasure in same.

Blocked bv 
Mob Threat 


SHEBOYGAN, Wis... July 6 (P— 
Kohler Co. officials said today they 
would not try to remove the clay 
cargo from a docked freighter be- 
cause of the risk of mob opposi- 
tion that has already flared into 
violence. A company statement 
said the decision was taken ‘‘be- 
cause of the danger to the lives 
of employes of the Kohler Co. and 


the unloading contractor.’’ 


The clay is aboard the Norwe- 
gian freighter M. S. Fossum out 
of Skien, Norway, and was picked 
up at Fowley, England, consigned 
to the Kohler Co., manufacturers 
of plumbing ware. The UAW-CIO 
has waged a 15-months-long strike 
against the company over the prin- 
cipal issue of union security. An 
NLRB hearing is in recess until 
July 20. 


ROCKED COMPANY CAR 


The freighter docked yesterday 
and when Kohler equipment was 
moved to the docks to unload the 
clay, a mob estimated as reaching 
1,000 at times, gathered and milled 
around the area. 

The mob rocked a car occupied 
by a couple of company officials: 
beat up one nonstriking worker; 
turned over the car and broke the 
windows of another; and _ de- 
stroyed several pieces of unloading 
equipment. 

Mayor Rudolph Ploetz went to 
the scene and over a loudspeaker 
urged the mob to disperse. 


This morning he called a meet-| 


ing of company officials, union 
‘leaders and law enforcement offi- 
cers in his office at the City Hall. 

After Dan Nero, an Associated 
Press photographer, asked to 
make a picture of the group before 
the meeting started, Lyman Con- 
ger, general counsel for the Koh- 
ler Co., stalked out with the other 
company representatives. 

Conger asserted to Mayor Ploetz 
that Ploetz was ‘“‘pulling a publici- 
ty stunt.’’ Ploetz said later in an 
interview that in his opinion ‘the 
dramatic walkout is another dis- 
play of the Kohler Co. not wanting 
to bargain with the union.” 

Ploetz added in the interview 
that “‘the boat will definitely not 
be unloaded if it endangers the 
lives or welfare of the people 
here.”’ 

NOT UNION ACTIONS 


Robert Burkart, — international 
representative of the UAW-CIO, 
said the union took a “hands off 
attitude’’ to the mob actions last 
night adding that the people were 
“not acting under the authority of 
Local 833,’ the striking local. As 
for the meeting in the mayor's 
office, Burkart said ‘“‘We didn't 
promulgate this thing. It is merely 
the doings of the mayor and we 
are willing to go along.”’ 

Ploetz later met at noon with 
Kohler Co. officials at the compa- 
ny plant. Thereafter Conger issued 
a statement saying the morning's 
meeting ‘‘was widely publicized by 
the mayor and when we arrived 
we found the union publicity men 
and photographers present in full 
force. We advised the mayor that 
we were not interested in meetings 
to serve aS union propaganda 
When Ploetz, elected last spring 
with the backing of the UAW-CIO 
local, insisted the union be per- 
mitted to use the meeting as a pub- 
licity device we left.’’ 

Of the noon meeting at the plant, 
Conger said Ploetz was told that 
the ‘‘Kohler Co. has nothing to 
offer as the price of getting the 
union to obey the law. It has noth- 
ing to offer so that law enforce- 
ment officers can avoid doing their 
duty.”’ 

Conger also said in his 
ment after the meeting that “‘The
